Andover voters will go to the polls Tues- 
day to participate in selection of state, 
federal and county leaders in what some 
polisters indicate is a close race for the 
top offices. 

At midweek polls showed the races for 
U.S. Senate and governor as being close 
and difficult to predict at this point. 

Senator Edward W. Brooke is being 
challenged by Fifth District Congressman 
Paul Tsongas who has served tw terms. 
Brooke has been in the senate since 1966. 
The pollsters had Tsongas leading by a few 
points as election day nears. 

The same is true in the contest for 


governor where Democrat Edward J. 
King and Lt. Gov. Thomas P. O’Neill, are 
battling Republican State Rep. Frank 
Hatch and William Cowin. King, who was 
an upset winner over Gov. Michael 
Dukakis in the primary, held a comman- 
ding lead in the polls at the beginning of 
this campaign but has seen that margin 
narrowed, with some considering the race 
even at this point. 

Also commanding attention of Andover’ 
voters, is the contest for the Fifth 
Congressional seat vacated by Tsongas. 
Republican Middlesex County Sheriff John 
J. Buckley, Lawrence Atty. James J. 


Shannon, a Democrat James J. Gaffney, 
III, of Tewksbury, an independent, are 
seeking to represent the area in what has 
been an active campaign. 

There are several other contests, in- 
cluding local races, along with eight 
referenda items commanding the atten- 
tion of Andover’s 14,796 registered voters 
when the polls open Tuesday from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m.

State Threatens Action

This Underground Railroad stop was 
one of the more important hiding places 
for fugitive slaves from the South who dis- 
embarked as stowaways at Boston or 
Salem on their way to freedom in Canada. 
Pictures of the farm’s areas of conceal- 
ment will be shown. 


This farm was also a meeting place for 
leaders of the Abolitionist Movement, in- 


cluding Andover’s Harriet Beecher Stowe. 

The William Jenkins farm had other in- 
teresting enterprises. The proprietors 
operated a sawmill and a soapstone 
quarry. Being located on the old Boston- 
Haverhill turnpike, stagecoaches stopped 
here to change tired horses for fresh. 
Many photographs of the exterior and in- 
terior of the house will be presented. 

This pictorial history was prepared by 
George Glennie, visual history chairman 
of the historical society. He will be at the 
controls.

DRAPERIES 
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Question 1: Property Classification For 
Tax Purposes. 


This proposed amendment would permit 
the legislature to establish as many as 
four different classes of real property for 
tax purposes. Property in any one class 
would be required to be assessed, rated 
and taxed proportionately, but property in 
different classes could be assessed, rated 
and taxed differently. The Legislature 
could grant reasonable exemptions. 

The amendment, if passed, would stop 
100 percent property valuation. 
Proponents claim that 100 per cent valua- 
tion would add to the taxes on homes, par- 
ticularly in urban areas, whereas property 
taxes on businesses would be cut. Op- 
ponents claim that the amendments, if 
passed, would give the Legislature un- 
limited power to define and redefine 
classes of property for tax purposes, and 
would eliminate the Constitutional protec- 
tion now enjoyed by all taxpayers, 
businesses and homeowners alike. 


Question 2: State Budget Deadline 


This amendment would give the gover- 
nor eight weeks from the start of a 
legislative session to submit a proposed 
state budget, instead of three. Proponents 
claim that new governors could use the 
time to make changes in the preliminary 
budgets prepared by their predecessors. 
They claim some governors have sub- 
mitted ‘‘cover budgets’’ and revised them 
later, a process that makes the budget 
process more cumbersome and time- 
consuming. Opponents claim that new 
governors were able to meet the three- 
week deadline prior to 1975, and that work- 
ing with the previous administration’s 
figures is a part of the political process. 
They say that under current statutes a 
new governor can petition the legislature 
for more time if needed. 


Question 3: Distributing Information 
For Voters 

This amendment would require the 
Secretary of State to send the ‘‘Informa- 
tion for Voters’’ booklet to every 
residence in the state where one or more 
eligible voters live. Currently, the booklet

Proponents 
claim the amendment would save the 


‘state more than $75,000 by avoiding 


duplication of booklets to a household, and 
note that the amendment also informs 
those who have not yet registered. Op- 
ponents see the amendment as a violation 
of individual rights of registered voters to 
their own booklets, and say that distribu- 
tion to non-registered voters wouldn’t in- 
crease participation in that election, since 
the booklet is usually distributed after 
registration deadline. 


Question 4: Federal Residence Stan- 
dards For State Census. 


The proposed amendment would require 
that federal residence standards be used 
in taking the state census. The state 
currently uses ‘‘legal domicile’ as the 
basis for residence, whereas the federal 
government bases residence on where a 
person spends most of his or her time. 
This particularly affects the residence 
Status of state citizens working overseas, 
members of the armed forces, students in 
boarding schools and colleges and the like. 

Proponents claim that federal courts 
have rejected the state residence re- 
quirements as a basis for voting, so there 
is no good reason to continue the state cen- 
sus count based on legal domicile. They 
also maintain that the federal approach 
would provide better census information 
at a slightly lower cost. Opponents con- 
tend that a change would be more trouble 
than it’s worth. They say a second list, 
meeting the constitutional requirement of 
a street listing, would still have to be 
prepared in census years, and that the 
shift would produce a legislature less 
representative of the state population. Use 
of federaal standards, they say, would 
result in higher population counts in urban 
areas (because of students and such). 


Question 5: Charter Commission 
Deadline. 

The proposed amendment would give a 
local charter commission 18 months after 
its election to prepare a charter or charter 
revision for submission to the local voters, 


instead of the current 10 months.

Proponents look at it as an 
opportunity for the people of 
Massachusetts to express themselves on 
busing, and say it would prevent develop- 
ment of a metropolitan solution to the 
problems of segregation in the central ci- 
ty; according to the amendment, any 
public assignment to a school outside the 
district, based on achieving any establish- 
ed racial balance, would require the per-

Question 7: Taxation of Land Used For 
Recreation Or Left In A Natural State. 


The proposed amendment would allow 
the legislature to establish a different 
method of property taxation for land used 
for recreational purposes and for land 
preserved in its natural state. Wild and 
forest lands are already taxed differently. 

Proponents say the amendment will en- 
courage the development and preservation 
of. open space and protect wildlife and 
natural resources. Opponents claim it will 
shift the tax burden to homeowners and 
businesses, and that it won’t protect the 
land anyway because landowners will not, 
in exchange for tax relief, be required to 
keep their land open. They can develop it 
whenever they want.

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DOUGLAS S. BYERS 


Douglas Swain Byers, 75, anthropologist 
and Director Emeritus of the Robert S. 
Peabody Foundation for Archaeology, 
Phillips Academy, died Friday, in Blue 
Hill, Maine. 

Associated with the Peabody Founda- 
tion since 1933, Mr. Byers was director 
from 1938-68. Directing field research and 
editing archaeological papers, he was in- 
strumental in revitalizing the Foundation 
as an important element in American 
archaeological studies. From 1938-47, he 
was editor of ‘American Antiquity,’ jour- 
nal of the Society for American 
Archaeology, and was a past president of 
that society. He was active in the 
American Anthropological Association 
and The American Association for Ad- 
vancement of Science. He was also a 


Fellow of the American Academy of Arts. 


& Science in Brookline. 

His field work began in Navaho reserva- 
tion archaeology with A.V. Kidder in 1928- 
29, continuing in Guatemala and Panama, 
but he was best known for his extensive 
work with Indian shellheaps on Martha’s 
Vineyard and in Maine, and for the 
Tehuacan Project sponsored by the R.S. 
Peabody Foundation in Mexico. His most 
recent field work was in the Debert Pro- 
ject, Nova Scotia, which found evidence of 
human life 9000 years ago. He was editor 
of the first two volumes of ‘The Prehistory 
of the Tehuacan Valley.’ 

Born January 15, 1903, in Newton 
Center, Mr. Byers graduated from St. 
George’s School, where he was later a 
trustee, received an A.B. in 1925 and an 
A.M. in 1928, both from Harvard. He 
married Dorothy Hayes in 1929. At Har- 
vard, he was an assistant dean and then 
assistant director of Harvard’s Peabody 
Musedum before coming to the R-.S. 
Peabody Foundation for Archaeology in 
Andover as assistant director in 1933. 

He was co-author, with Oliver LaF arge 
II, of ‘The Year Bearer’s People’ in 1931; 


‘ co-author with Frederick Johnson, of ‘Two 


Sites on Martha’s Vineyard,’ Papers of the 
R.S. Peabody Foundation, in 1940; various 
other articles and papers, and ‘The En- 
vironment in the Northeast’ in 1946. 

He is survived by his wife and a son, 
William, and two daughters, Corinne 
Dethrow and Marjorie Billings, annd 
several grandchildren. 

A memorial service took place in Blue 
Hill Congregational Church, Maine, Tues- 
day. Another service will be held at the 
Christ Church, Andover, 11:30 a.m., Satur- 
day, Nov. 4.

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Academy Drops 


Life Care Plan 


For Abbot Campus 


There will be no further attempt to 


place a retirement community on the Ab- 


bot Campus by Phillips Academy. 

Rejected in a close vote which required 
two-thirds majority a week ago at town 
meeting, Trustees of Phillips Academy 
met last weekend and voted to terminate 
negotiations with Life Care Services of 
Iowa. Life Care was the proposed 
developer of apartment units and a nur- 
sing: home facility for the Abbot Campus 
for retired persons. 

The matter was defeated at town 
meeting when it received a vote of 231-168, 
but required 266 votes to attain the two- 
thirds majority. 

In its action last weekend, the academy 
trustees also voted to withdraw the Abbot 
property from the market until further 
recommendation from the administration. 

Business Manager George Neilson of the 
academy said Phillips would continue to 


utilize the Abbot campus for school pur- 


poses. 


When Phillips and Abbot merged 
several years ago, the intent was at some 
time to dispose of the Abbot campus ina 
manner suitable to the town. Selectmen 
and other town boards, following 
assurance that the Life Care proposal 
would be revenue producing to the town 
through taxes, supported the proposel at 
town meeting. 

Concerns of the neighbors and other fac- 
tors at town meeting, ultimately led to the 
defeat of the agenda item which called for 
a zoning bylaw to allow the zoning board of 
appeals to act on the issuing of a permit 
for the Life Care develoment. 

There had been some consideration of 
bringing the issue back to special town 
meeting in December when voters would

be called upon to act on a sewer extension 
for an addition to the Raytheon plant. In 
their statement the trustees indicated that 
time and energy required to establish a 
life care institution, would be better serv- 
ed dedicated to the business of education. 

The trustees said: ‘‘It is clear from the 
questions raised at the Andover Town 
Meeting, which failed to endorse the plan 
by the necessary two-thirds vote, that a 
substantial amount of time and energy by 
the Trustees and administtration would be 
necessary to accomplish the plan of es- 
tablishing a life care institution on the 
former Abbott campus. The Trustees 
decided that it would be unwise for the 
school to deflect so much of the Academy 
Trustees’ and administration’s time and 
energy from the business of education 
toward that purpose. 

“The need for life care service in- 
stitutions, particularly in this state, is 
very real,’ said Andover Headmaster 
Theodore R. Sizer. ‘‘I believe that one con- 
nected with a school would hold great 
possibilities, and we are disappointed that 
it was not achieved.”’

Classification 


Andover selectmen issued a statement 
this week opposing the classification 
amendment — Question one on Tuesday’s 
state election ballot. 

The board opposed the question 
“because for most municipalities this will 
place an increased property tax burden on. 
industrial and commercial property.” 

Question one would establish a 
classification by which property would be 
taxed in a community with industry pay- 
ing the highest percentage, commercial 
second, residential and personal property 
in third and fourth. 

The classification is based on 100 per 
cent valuation of property. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark said the 
selectmen took the position based on the 
feeling that there are no simple answers 
that provide effective solutions. 

Clark said the board had previously 
issued a policy statement on tax cap 
legislation. The statement issued concer- 
ning classification ‘‘expresses the board’s 
continuing concern about shaping of tax- 
ing policies of the state. Classification is a 
band-aid solution to a much larger 
problem.’’. 

The focus of the selectmen is on im- 
proved efficiency of government at the 
state level, the manager said, noting the 
need for elimination of duplication of ef- 
fort, the pressure of such things as 
autonomy of school departments and bin- 
ding arbitration, on local communities as 
having great effect on local tax burdens. 

The classification amendment would 
have a detrimental effect on the industrial 
climate of the town and the state, the 
manager pointed out. 

Shifting of the burden to industry would 
possibly lead to decisions by corporations 
to move from the state to either Connec- 
ticut or New Hampshire where the 


‘climate is more favorable. 


Thus employment would be effected and 
the residential taxpayer burdened even 
further, Clark noted. 

Assessor Archibald Maclaren, speaking 
to selectmen Monday night, said the 
classification amendment would provide 
possibly a 10 per cent reduction in taxes 
for residential property owners, while in- 
dustry would pay an increased 20 per cent. 
For a firm such as Raytheon it could mean 
an increase of as much as $160,000. 


Postal Problems Pursued 


Selectmen this week informed postal of- 
ficials they are still interested in im- 
proved service and will continue to 
monitor delivery and work with the postal 
service. 

In a letter to George K. Walker, 
manager, Boston District, U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice, the selectmen stated, ‘‘We are still 
not sure that your statement to the 
selectmen on Oct. 5, 1977...that the move- 
ment of the sorting and distribution from 
Andover to Lawrence would result in no 
diminishment in service, is in fact cor- 
rect. Until we are convinced that this is 
already the case or until problems are 
solved which make your statement cor- 
rect, we will continue to pursue the matter 
with your department and other public of- 
ficials when necessary.” 

The letter was a continuance of cor-

In urging a no vote on Question one 
Tuesday the selectmen said: ‘‘Proposed 
for consideration on the November 7th 
election is an amendment to the State 
Constitution permitting the assessment of 
real estate taxes according to a classifica- 
tion scheme placing the heaviest burden 
on industrial and commercial property, 
with a lesser burden on residential proper- 
ty. The Andover Board of Selectmen is op- 
posed to the adoption of the classification 
amendment because for most 
municipalities this will place an increased 
property tax burden on industrial and 
commercial property. It is our belief this 
will tend to discourage industrial and com- 
mercial development within the Com- 
monwealth. Industry provides jobs, pays 
corporate taxes and greatly adds to the 
property tax base within the cities and 
towns in which they locate. A loss of in- 
dustry to other states because of tax dis- 
crimination will eventually be self- 
defeating to the homeowner. The in- 
dustrial and business interests are among 
the vita] interests of the State. Through a 
healthy economic climate within 
Massachusetts there can be full employ- 
ment, an expanding local property tax 
base, the development of additional hous- 
ing alternatives provided by the private 
sector which people will be better able to 
afford through improved employment op- 
portunities. 

“The Andover Board of Selectmen 
recognizes the need for fiscal reform 
within Massachusetts. Fiscal reform in- 
volves both a reform in taxation and a 
reform in spending. The Andover Board of 


Selectmen has already urged that a tax _ 


cap be adopted on a uniform basis for 
governmental spending at all levels within 
the Commonwealth. We also urge the 
State legislature undertake comprehen- 
sive tax reform which will bring about an 
effective and permanent reduction in 
municipal property taxes. The property 
tax should be of lesser importance and the 
income tax and shared revenues from the 
State should be of greater importance in 
providing local government revenues. In 
this way the overall level of government 
spending can be tied to the overall health 
of the State’s economy. Government spen- 
ding at all levels can become more respon- 
sibe to overall economic conditions and 
can be used as a tool to assist in 
stimulating the State’s economy or easing 
the burden of government during periods 
of economic decline.

The Tuesday Election 


Massachusetts voters will go to the polls next Tues- 
day to not only select leadership at the state, county and 
federal level, but to make some decisions regarding 
methods of taxing and other items. 


It hardly seems necessary to point out the importance 
of a good turnout by voters, since it is apparent that the 
decisions will have a far-reaching consequences. 


Indicative of the importance is the closeness of some 
of the races as shown in polls as late as this past 
weekend. ; 


Democrat Edward King, following his upset win over 
Gov. Michael Dukakis in the primary, held a decisive 
margin over Replublican Frank Hatch in the race for 
the governorship. 


But events since the primary, issues, charges and 
countercharges and debates, have resulted in that 
margin being cut substantially, to a point where some 
polls indicate the two candidates are almost even. 

In the race for the U.S. Senate, incumbent Edward W. 
Brooke is facing his most difficult challenge in 


Question 


We tend to concur with the selectmen in their position 
on the classification amendment, which appears as 
Question One on Tuesday’s ballot. 

While there is some relief proposed for the residential 
taxpayer, the overall effect in placing a greater burden 
on industry, could result in higher taxes for the 
homeowner, if industry leaves the state.

Gaffney, III, of Tewksbury have debated the issues 
before many groups throughout the district and con- 
tinue their efforts to present their credentials in the 
hopes of capturing the Congressional seat. 

There are, of course, other contests in the lesser state 
constitutional offices on the ballot, all commanding the 
attention of the voters on Tuesday. — 

We would advise the voters to prepare themselves 
within the next few days by reviewing the credentials 
and examining the candidate’s stand on the various 
issues prior to casting a ballot on Tuesday. 

The candidates have articulaed their stands. Now the 
decision is yours, and that decision lends guidance to 
the future of the Commonwealth.

Andover voters, three times, have rejected a revalua- 
tion program at town meeting in recent years. 


This week, the state Department of Revenue released 
a letter sent to Andover and 23 other communities ad- 
vising that if the town did not proceed with revaluation, 
the state would take the matter in its own hands, have 
the town revalued, and subtract the cost from our an- 
nual reimbursements.

More often than 
not, the regulatory authori- 
ties have granted the 
requests. 


The Transportation 
Department, for example, 
has waived safety regula- 
tions at the request of Gulf, 
Shell and Texaco. The Inte- 
rior Department has 
granted literally hundreds 
of offshore drilling waivers 
for the 10 largest oil com- 
panies. 

Now, the big oil outfits 
are trying to hide their 
huge profits.

The sands in the hour glass that signal 
an end to the 1978 RPI football season are 
very close to completely falling with last 
week’s game against St. lawrence, and 
this week’s contest at Hobart being the 
last games of the season. 

RPI senior outside linebacker Craig 
Eosefow wishes he could clog the neck of 
the hour glass so that the season would 
never end — or at least so he could play 
another season or two. 

But there is no such luck. 

Life on the football field for the 5-10, 179 
pound materials engineering major from 
Andover hasn’t exactly been what you 
would call ‘‘fair’’ so why should things 
start to change now this late in his college 
career? 

No one has paid his dues in waiting for a 
starting spot more than Eosefow. His first 
three seasons, the guy wears the number 
32 on his cherry and white jersey did 
nothing more than the dirty work of play- 
ing on specialty teams. Nothing more, 
nothing less. 

He still plays on the punt block and 
return teams, .and the kickoff team. He is, 
after all, the most experienced player RPI 
head coach Dave White can call upon to 
perform such duties. 

“It’s just been a situation of being at the 
wrong position at the wrong time for me 
here at RPI,” says Eosefow, looking back 
at it all.’’ I played three years behind real 
good players like Brad Petrus, Neal 
Carney and Kim Carrara. And two years 
ago when a position opened, Vic 
Baranowski won the starting position in 
the defensive backfield.”’ 

The typical football player would have 
practically torn off his uniform in disgust 
in facing such a situation, and would have 
plunked down his equipment to never put 
the stuff on again. But there is nothing 
typical about Craig’s love for the game of 
football. 

“T never really thought about quiting 
football, to be quite frank with you,” he 
tells you. ‘‘I like playing football too much 
to do something like that. There’s no doubt 
in my mind that I’ve always had the 
capability of playing a lot of football here, 
but the situation wasn’t right.” 


Ten of the 21 touchdowns RPI has given 


up this season have come in an unusually 
high number for an RPI defensive 
backfield to allow. There have been just 
five interceptions. 

Eosefow winces when he hears such 
figures being tossed his way, but he has a 
ready answer for such stats. ‘‘We have all 
new people inthe defensive backfield and 
in the linebacker positions,’ he says. 
‘“‘There’s no doubt we have the ability, it’s 
just a matter of getting experience for the 
guys. We’ve been giving up the big play. 

“The low number of interceptions we

have this season shows our lack of ex- 
perience,’’ he goes on.”’ It’s a shame I had 
to finally break into the starting lineup ina 
rebuilding season because I know we’re 
going to have a solid team next year. 

‘I just wish I could play next year.” 

With the kind of progress Eosefow has 
shown throughout the season, RPI coach 
White has the same wish that Craig was 
able to play next season. ‘‘Unfortunately, 
though, time is running out on Craig’s 
college career,’’ says White. ‘If he had 
another year, he would probably go on to 
become an excellent football player. 

“‘Although he’s a senior, he’s really in- 
experienced, and is getting his experience 
right now on the playing field. And he’s 
learning something more every single 
day,’’ adds White.’’ In fact, I would say he 
has shown the most improvement on the 
team this season, and is getting the max- 
imum out of his talents.” 

Eosefow, who had to miss the second 
half of last season due to a shoulder injury, 
started the season off in a strong safety 
position, and when RPI changed its 
defense after a loss to Canisius in the mid- 
dle of the season, Craig was moved to the 
outside lineback position. 

“I had trouble at first adjusting to the 
linebacker position,’’ says Eosefow, who 
played three years of varsity football at 
Andover High School where he was a 
fullback-defensive.back.. ‘‘I’ve done well, I 
believe, against the run, but I had trouble 
against the pass early in the season.”’ 

RPI linebacker coach Mike Donnelly 
evaluates Eosefow’s play with the words:

team (‘‘He’s been the biggest influence in 
my athletic career,’’ says Craig of 
Collins) went to the Massachusetts Class 2 
State Championship Craig’s junior year 
after going 9-0 in the regular season. 

Good things continued in Eosefow’s 
senior year when he broke into the star- 
ting lineup as a fullback-defensive back. 
The team went 10-0 that season, and after 
Craig’s graduation the streak continued to 
41 games before being popped. 

“T played some fullback in high school, 
but defensive backfield was my prime 
position,’’ syas Eosefow who lifts weights 
three times a week in his room during the 
deason (‘‘still can’t put on weight, 
though.’’) 

‘I always feld I was too small to play 
fullback in college, and I’m perhaps too 
small to play defensive back, but with my 
size you have to play a bit crazy of you’re 
going to play, and so that’s what I do. 

“You can’t play totally without dis- 
cipline, though, because there’s a lot 
more thinking that goes on in playing 
defense in college than there is in playing 
defense in high school. The reason for that 
is the offenses are a lot more fancy here at 
the college level, and you have to play 
more like a team. If one player breaks 
down at defense, the other team is going to 
come up with a lot of big gains.” 

You can see that Eosefow has learned a 
lot over his years of college football. One 
of the things he’s learned, unfortunately, 
is that time waits for no one. 

There’s a Craig Eosefow on nearly 
every college football team in the nation 
each season — a guy who wants to make 
up for lost time by playing one of two more 
seasons. But that probably does nothing to 
ease the mind of RPI’s Craig Eosefow, 
who will be turning in his football gear for 
the lat time next week.

In informing the communities of the 
proposed action Commissioner Fiitz- 
maurice said: ‘‘In the so-called Andover 
lawsuit, we sought a determination that 
our Department has the authority to in- 
stitute revaluation and to deduct the costs 
incurred from the Cherry Sheet dis- 
tributions of local aid funds.
